They in- 
tend now to” ulate petitions for an 
independent ¢gndidate for Governor 
before the date of the Republican .S 
Convention, id. to decide. after 
convention wHhéther or not they will 
file them. In this..way, it was ex- 
plained, the-drys would be ready at a 
day’s notice to put a candidate in the 
field against the regular Republi 
nominee -if ‘he. is outspokenly. a ‘wet. 
They will save name,jan independént 
candidate if the Republican nominee 
is dry, which is.considered unlikely, 
and; probably not if he is a man of 
indefinite ‘position. 

The selection of an independent 
candidate for Governor is in the hands 
of a committee representing the vari- 
ous elements supporting Mr. Cristman. 
Dr. 8. E. Nicholson, Chairman of the 
Cristman Campaign. Committee, said 
he did not wish to speak for this com- 
mittee, but declared it was his per- 
sonal opinion that there would be an 
independent dry candidate for Gover- 
nor if the Republicans shéuld name 
Dr. Butler-or some other similarly 
wet. , 

The members of the old Prohibition 
Party have already named Charles E. 
Manniere of Brooklyn as a candidate 
for Governor, and have endorged Mr. 
Cristman’s candidacy. The Prohibition 
Party has no ger a legal standing 
as @ party, butNmust place its candi- 
dates on the ballot by petition. It was 
said to be possible that. the members 
of this group of Mr. Cristman’s sup- 
porters might join with the other 
groups in: the selection of a Guber- 
natorial candidate. According to Dr. 
Nicholson, four or five such candidates 
are now under consideration. 

Says Support Is Surprising. 

Dr. Nicholson, who returned recently 
from a trip up-State, said that the 
support given Mr. Cristman’s candi- 
dacy was surprising. “It looks almost 
too good to be true,” he said. ‘This 
support is coming from two sources, 
those who-are for prohibition. by con- 
viction and. those who are indifferent 
to prohibition but have become dis- 
satisfied with the leadership of the 
Repfiblican Party by Senator Wads- 
worth, Dr. Butler and Representative 
Ogden L.“Mills, and with the leader- 
ship of the Democratic Party by Gov- 
ernor Smith and George W. Olvany 
of Tammany Hall. While the majority 
of our supporters up-State are Repub- 
licans, a surprisingly large number of 
Democrats have joined our movement. 
Among them are many women who 
have told us that they will no longer 
follow the leadership of Governor 
Smith’ and Tammany.”

Condition of Screen Star Is 
Called Favorable Following 
Double Operation. 


SENDS WORD TO POLA NEGRI 


Patient Says He Is “All Right’”” 
—Receives Many Messages— 
Sleeps Most of the Time. 


The. condition of Rudolph Valentino, 
screen star, who is seriously il] ‘in 
Polyclinic Hospital-following a double 
operation on Sunday for ‘gastric. ulcer 
and appendicitis, was described last 
night as. “favorable.” He-ig not re- 
garded ‘as out of danger, however. 

“The condition of Mr, Valentino is 
still -serious. ‘At present’ he is doing

He Thanks His Nurses. 


- It was explained at the hospital that 
the crisis would not be over for three 
days. 

During the afternoon Valentino was 
sufficiently: recovered to thank his 
nurses for their care of him. 

Dr.' Jaller gave this statement: orally 
to the reporters in the “information 
reom’’. which has-been established. in 
the lobby of the hospital, owing tp the 
public interest in the actor’s condition. 

“Like a big boy, Valentino is very 
thankful to.the nurses who have taken 
care of him.” 

Scores of women and girls telephoned 
to the hospital during the day, asking 
for information regarding the patient, 
and many others. made rersonal in- 
quiries at the hospital.

to ‘him, was.one from Joseph Schenck, 
now in Poland Springs. Me., express- 
ing his sympathy, and announcing that 
he and Hiram Abrams, President of 
the United. Artists Corporation, which 
releases Mr. Valentino’s films, would 
arrive in New York today. 

Valentino directed his manager to 
send messages that. he: was all right 
to Miss.Pola Negri, in Los Angeles; to 
his brother, Alberto Guglielmi, in Paris, 
and to his sister, Maria Guglielmi, who 
is in Rome. He expressed regret over

RIDGEFIELD, N. J., IS STRUCK 


$20,000 Damage Done There in 
Five Minutes: i. Path- 150 
' Feet Wide. 


Two cyclones, one of which visited 
Ridgefield, N. J., at 7:25 last evening 
and caused $20,000 damage in five min- 
utes, and the other, which struck Glen 
Cove, L. E., at 8:20 P. M., razing a 
dozen houses, punctuated the thunder- 
storms which between 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon and 10 o’clock last night 
spread all the way fromthe New 
Jersey coast to Long Island. 

The local storms were part of others 
which had come from as far south as 
Virginia and gone all the way up the 
Hudson Valley. Although the Weather 
Bureau here recorded only .35 rainfal) 
during this time, it was much heavier 
at points along the coast, Sandy Wook 
reporting a fall of 1.48 inches during 
this time.”

Tent Colony Laid Low. 


Several hundred tents and other 
light shelters put up by campers on a 
hill south of Front Street, which over- 
looks Hempstead Harbor, were laid in 
rows before the tornado as grass falls 
before a scythe. Not one of these shel- 
ters was left standing. 

But substantial houses Hkewise 
crumpled up like a pack of cards. .One 
of them was the three-story two-family 
residence of Lynn Hammond, a film 
actor. Work on the remodeling of this 
house was only completed yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Hammond ran out be- 
fore the storm struck and escaped un- 
injured.

lost his sight. by having plaster blown 
into ‘his eyes They were both treated 
by Dr. M. Goldstein.

Department of Justice Expects More 
Arrests,

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 16.— De- 
partment of Justice agents are making 
an extended investigation’ to deter- 
mine the ‘‘brains'’ behind, the plot to 
overthrow the Lower California Gov- 
ernment.

He arranged to 
have a representative of the State 
Architect make rough plans. for. the 
new home,

Will Check Up on Results Since 
District Heads Supplanted

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—General 
Lincoln. C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of thé Treasury in charge of 
prohibition enforcement, indicated to- 
day that he had no present intention 
of retiring to private life and prob- 
ably would remain in office at least 
until the end of the current Congress, 


4, 1927. 

In conversation with callers at the 
Treasury Department he said he would 
renew his campaign before’ Congress, 
next Winter to obtain the supple- 


mental legislation he considers essen- 
tial to the successful enforcement of 
the Federal dry laws. He expressed 
the belief. that most of thé dry pro- 
gram he submitted at the late session 
would be put into law the coming 
session. ’ 

The principal item in the dry pro- 
gram framed by General Andrews with 
the approval of President Coolidge and 
Secretary Mellon is the bill to estab- 
lish the prohibition unit as an inde- 
pendent bureau. 

The bill, which has passed. the House 
and.is on the Senate calendar, would 
divorce the prohibition unit from the 
Internal Revenue Bureau and place 
dry enforcement activities in the hands 
of a commissioner directly responsible 
to General Andrews. 

This méasure was passed by the 
House by an overwhelming majority. 
It contains a provision requiring the 
appointment of prohibition agents by 
certification of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. It was shunted aside by the 
Senate owing to the unwillingness of 
the leaders to take up at. the late ses- 
sion a question full of controversy. 
It was decided that this bill and the 
so-called Goff bill, designed ‘‘to put 
teeth into the Volstead law,” would 
stand a. better chance after election. 

General Andrews will leave Wash- 
ington Wednesday for a vacation at 
Lake Ch lain, N. Y. He expects tc 
return early in September to arrange 
for the reception of the twenty-two 
administrators who are to mobilize 
here about Sept. 10. During that 
‘round-up there will be an interchange 
of ideas for a more efficient enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act. ; i 

At this conference, which will last 
several days, General Andrews will 
seek to check up on the efficacy of 
the regional system, which supplanted 
the old plan of State directorships last 
October. At the same time it is ex- 
pected the administrators will be ap- 
prised of the details of the arrange- 
ment entered into with the British 
Government on General Andrews’s re- 
eent visit to London. 

Meanwhile plans will he made to di- 
vide the country into five sections with 
a liaison. officer for each section to 
keep in touch with the work of dis- 
trict administrators.. This new organ- 
ization, according to General Andrews, 
will lead in. no way to a diminution of 
the authority of regional administra- 
tors. He expects it to-add greatly to 
the effectiveness of the field forces 
of the prohibition services 

General Andrews does not look for 
any changes the personnel of the 
St. Paul district, where General W. P. 
Rhinow is administrator. He does not 
credit reports that General Rhinow 
contemplates resigning, and described 
Rhinow as ‘‘one of my best adminis- 
trators.’’ He refused to comment upon 
a suggestion that Andrew J. Volstead, 
father of the dry law, would be named 
as administrator at St. Paul in the 
event of the resignation of General 
Rhinow. Mr. Volstead is the legal ad- 
viser of the St. Paul administrator.

Rival He Barely Defeated ' Two

Representative Nathan D. Perlman, 
Republican, consented yesterday to run

W. Wadsworth Jr. last week. 

Mr. Perlman has wished to retire for 
personal reasohs and devote his entire 
time to his law practice, but “his can- 
didacy for re-election was desired by 
the party leaders, not only because he 
is considered strong in his district, but 
because of his standing in the House 
of Representatives. 

With his designation as the Republi- 
can organization candidate, which will 
be filed today, he will face a hard. 
fight against Dr. William I. Sirovich, 
whom he barely defeated two years 
ago and who. has been named again by 
Tammany. The district is the home of 
both Samuel S. Koenig, Republican 
County Chairman,. and George W. 
Olvany, leader of Tammany. 

“T know the sacrifice you will have 
to make will be serious,” Mr. Hilles 
wrote. ‘‘That is true of every wortb- 
while man in public life. It is one 
thing that causes many men to rebél 
against entéring public tife. The work 
toa. conscientious man is arduous and 
unceasing. -It is to you because of 
your broad sympathies and your de- 
sire to be of useful service to the 
people. : 

“But in eight years a man achieves 
a fine standing in the Congress and 
his status is progressively enhanced 
by contihued Service. A new man, as 
your successor, would not attain your 
present position until after he had 
served several terms—not, indeed, until

Cigarettes Also Under Ban, the 
Removal of Which Postal Offi- 
cials Have Asked in Vain.

American Business Men In Cuba and 
at Home Take Up Fight to 
Remedy Inequality. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, .Aug. 16.—The parcel 
post arrangement between the United 
States and Cuba, under which Amer- 


_|ican firms have built up a large mail 


order business, is threatened with ab- 
rogation by the Cuban Government be- 
cause of Cuba’s feeling that she now 
gets nothing out of it. 

Unless..Congress next Winter pro- 
vides fér the withdrawal of the pres- 
ent American ‘restriction on the impor- 
tation of Cuban cigars and cigarettés 
in small lots, thereby making it pos- 
sible for them to be shipped by parcel 
post to the United States, Cuba, it is 
understood, will abrogate the existing 
parcél post ‘agreement and allow no 
merchandise whatever to enter from 
the United States by mail after July, 
1927. Thus the huge mail order busi- 
ness which American concerns have 
been developing with Cuba would be 
wiped out. 

During the first six months of the 
present temporary parcel post conven- 
tion between the two Governments, 
which went into effect on Jan. 1 last, 
139,164 packages were shipped by par- 
cel post from this country to Cuba, 


by parcel post from Cuba to the 
United States during the same period. 

Before the present arrangement with 
Cuba the parcel post limit was four 
pounds eight ounces. Under the new 
convention the weight limit was 
raised to eleven pounds, with the re- 
sult that American mail-order houses 
and other business concerns have es- 
tablished a business with Cuba that 
promises to aggregate 400,000 parcel 
post packages during 1926. 


New York Concerns Benefit. 


Special catalogues .have been printed 
for the Cuban trade, and,” as parcels 
can be shipped C, O. D. and the listed 
goods ‘Have’ appealed to Cubans, the 
results ‘achieved have been gratifying. 
NewYork firms participate in this 
business to such an extent that the 
Post Office Department is now send- 
ing two special storage. cars a “week 
from,New York City to Key West with 
parce} post pacKages destined for Ha- 
vana. 

When this convention was nego- 
tiated it was ‘with the understanding 
that Cuba might abrogate the agree- 
ment on July 1, 1927, eighteen months 
‘after it went into effect, if the Amer- 
ican Congress, in the meanwhile, did 
not modify Sections 2804 and 3402 of 
the Revised Statutes, which prohibit 
the importation of manufactured to- 
bacco in lots of less than 3,000 cigars 
orcigarettes. _. 

American postal] officials considered 
this fair and urged the passage of a 
bill last. Winter to make it. possible to 
ship cigars and cigarettes from Cuba 
in packages of eleven pounds or less. 
Three thousand of even the lightest of 
Cuban cigars’ would weigh almost 
double the parcel post weight limit of 
eleven pounds. Consequently no Cuban 
cigars can be sent to the United States 
by parcel post so long as«the 3,000 
limit is enforced. 

Although’ a, bill was introduced last 
sesaion to remove: the restriction on 
importation of Cuban cigars and ciga- 
rettes in small lots, and h gs were 
held by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, the ‘measure was never reported. 
During the hearings, representatives of 
the box cigar trade objected to enact- 
ment of any legislation to remove the 
restriction, contending it might injure 
their business. American postal offi- 
cials, however, do not believe the 
American box trade will be injured by 
parcel post shipments of Cuban cigars 
to the United -States, and hope that 
Congress next Winter will enact the 
legislation, 


Favors Doing “the Right Thing.” 


Warren Irving Glover, Second Assis- 
tant Postmaster General, in charge of 
the foreign mail service and the parcel 
post shipments. to Cuba, when. asked 
whether failure of Congress to enact 
remedial legislation would result: in 
abrogation of the ‘convention on July 
1, 1927, said that was a fact.

Therefore to the worries of: France 
and the League of Nations and Ger- 
many as to just what the Italo-Span- 
ish treaty may mean to them is now 
added a certain amount of British ap- 
prehension that the Spanish Dictartor 
may be starting something destined to 


Mediterranean interests. 
Hand of Mussolini Suspected. 


That is the concrete point in the Brit- 
ish apprehensions. But there is also 
something else—a vague feeling that 
the Italo-Spanish treaty and suddenly 
voiced Spanish ambition to get a grip 
on Tangier may be the beginning of a 
regular campaign of aggression by the 
Latin nations heatied by Mussolini and 
Primo ‘de Rivera, which, even if they 
do not result in anything really serious, 
may suffice to embroil international 
relations “even worse than they are now 
embroiled and give another jolt to the 
already severely battered “spirit of Lo- 
carno.” ' 

For Mussolini up to now has been 
Playing alone hand, He hag been con- 
tent to shout fiery speeches and rattle 
the sabre in a manner implying that he 
has not needed outside help to make 
modern Italians heirs to the glory of 
the ancient Roman Empire. But now 
that he and his militarist Spanish col- 
league have suddenly joined hands 
reamargesa'o policy enters upon a new 

e. 

There are observers here quite ready 
to.draw ominous conclusions from the 
promptness with which the Spanish 
Dictator’s expression of his desire to 
get Tangier for Spain has followed the 
conclusion of the treaty between his 
country and that of Mussolini. ‘It is 
only natural that the question is being 
freely asked: 

“Is Mussolini urging Primo de Ri- 
vera in the latter’s Tangier move? Is 
it all part of a new phase in Musso- 
lini’s policy of aggression whereby he 
hopes to redress the’ European balance 
of power?” ’ 


Spanish Move In.League Feared. 


Nor is the importance ignored here 
of Spanish relations toward the League 
of Nations if the Spaniards should 
suddenly get an attack of bumptious- 
ness similar to that wherewith Mus- 
solini has inoculated ‘millions of 
Italians and boldly seek for them- 
selves advantages at Geneva next 
month irrespective of the effect their 
new attitude may have on the nations. 
hitherto deemed the leaders in Europe. 

Two of these latter nations—Franceée 
and Britain—are already suspicious of 
what may lie behind the latest Span- 
ish moves. The third—Germany—also 
may have good reason to watch the 
Spanish manoevres closely. 

The attitude of those Britons who 
feel uneasy lest recent Mediterranean 
developments portend trouble is well 
expressed in today’s Star, which warns 
Spain that she will briag on interna- 
tional compligaiions if she persists in 
her present co'irse, 

“Spain. wants a permanent seat on 
the League Council,"’ says The Star, 
“and there is a conspiracy afoot to 
the price. There is even the suggestion 
that Germany is being subjected to a 
form of blackmail by which she is 
threatened, on one side, with political 
isolation if she refuses to accept 
Spain’s candidature and, on the other 
Spain’s candidature, and, on the ocher, 
is offered, in the event of acceptance 
of the bribe, more rapid evacuation of 
the Rhineland by the allied occipying 
forces. 

“If Germany were to’ agree to this 
impudent proposal it would be as dis- 
creditable to herself as to her black- 
mailers. There is little likeMhood, how- 
ever, that she will thus forfeit her 
rights or bargain away the major 
rights of the League of Nations. 

“It is in this connection that that 
mysterious treaty between Italy and 
Spain assumes importance. This is not 


*| the moment for Spain to pose as pro- 


tector of international peace in Africa 
if she is doing her best to persist in 
courses which are more likely to in- 
jure that same international peace in 
Europe. 

‘Phe fact that we once held Tangier 
and abandoned it after a few years 
does not give us the right to a de- 
cisive voice, but a fact that the Span- 
ish dictator contiives to overlook is 
that it is opposite Gilbaltar. We had

| WARSAW, Aug. 16.—The question 
uppermost in the minds of many prom- 
fnent Poles outside the Government 
is whether or not the force of -the 
Polish revolution has been spent and 
whether the country is not sinking 


back to the same state of inactivity} 


es before the May 12,revolution. 
Aside from officials who are profes- 
sionally optimistic, the events of the 


past four months. seem to have giver 


little hope to these critics of anything 
but a hard Winter. 

Meanwhile the new Cabinet is prac- 
tically deadlocked over the national 
debt. 

Despite the minor special powers con- 
ferred on the President of the Cabinet 
e few weeks ago, the only use made of 
them was a decree appointing Marshal 
Pilsudski supreme army commander, 
his supposedly ultimate objective. Yet 
on Sunday, when the entire Warsaw 
garrison turned out to celebrate the 
deliverance of her ‘capital’ from the 
Bolsheviki in 1920, he failed even to 
appear, while President Moscicki casu- 
ally departed on a short vacation. 

Meanwhile the Senate session, in 
which a stormy’ protest against the 
Sejm’s emasculating the administrative 
end electoral reform program was 
predicted, remained peaceful throughout 
and dissolved quietly, while the lower 
house, scheduled to convene on ri 
13, prolonged its vacation until Sept. 20. 

The lethargy in: official circles is at- 
tributed to the holiday season, but, 
since this is practically finished, many 
unofficial advisers to the Government, 
including Count Askenosczy, often 
called the Richelieu of Marshal Pil- 
sudski, are reported to be exceedingly 
wroth over the failure of the Govern- 
menht to procure greater concrete re- 
sults. 

The hopefulness expressed upon the 
arrival of Professor Kemmerer’s com- 
mission has degenerated into carping 
among the Socialist adherents of Mar- 
shal Pilsudski, who evidently reflect 
his views. 


Kemmerer Meets Opposition. 


Already complaints have been made 
to the commission concerning the finan- 
cial burden imposed by the former 
‘Government, which was ousted by the 
revolution, and on Saturday night at 
Lemburg, where Professor Kemmerer 
is conducting an investigation fnto the 
\industry and agriculture of the dis- 
trict, a labor organization called“him 
in and advanced demands for certain 
labor reforms they want included in 
his report. 

The spokesmen departed far from 
labor questions—for instance, to emi- 
gration—while the result of a long con- 
ference held in Socialist circles here 
is likely to be a complete blank ex- 
cept for showing that the Government 
elements are chafing under the so- 
called foreign investigation. 

Mysterious dispatches, printed first 
in Berlin and reprinted in Poland, rep- 
resenting Professor. Kemmerer as at- 
tacking the ability of the country. to 
stabilize its finances, though a week 
old, still are commented on, adding em- 
barrassment to the situation, although 
Professor.Kemmerer is not in the least 
concerned. 

There is beginning to be a clamor, 
too, against the financial reforms be- 
cause of failure to: reduce the cost of 
living, which continues to increase, 
‘with a consequent rise in the zloty and 
no noticeable increase in business and 
employment, except in Silesia, where 
an increase in coal exports, especially 
to England, is recorded. The harvest 
also shows a big yield, with the lowest 
prices in Europe, but there are not 
means enough for marketing it to the 
advantage of the producer. 

The Jewish minorities, from-Vilna to 
Brest-Litovsk, are in terror of starva- 
tion during a yo Winter because 
the situation has shown no improve- 
ment, despite protests to the Govern- 
ment. 

The Government also is accused. by 
its opponents of devoting too much 
time to the League of Nations cam- 
paign, at the risk of straining further 
foreign relations, which they hold may 
bore the rest of the world at a time 
when a demonstration of internal abil- 
ity is the best advertisement of the 
country’s aims. he

Commission Controls Policy. 


Different -fields of official activity 
in connection with the sport of .box- 
ing are set forth by these statutes. 


To the State Athletic Commission is 
given the ‘control over the conduct, 
progress or policy of the sport of 
boxing in this State. To the License 
Committee is given. preliminary ap- 
proval of the fitness of pérsons or 
corporations so connected with the_ 
game of boxing, that is, in the case 
of a boxer, whether he is physically 
fit and whether morally he is free 
from characteristics of foul play or 
fraud such as would tend to injure 
the fairness of the game and \the 
public interest in it. 

The conduct of boxing exhibitions, 
therefore, is a matter for the State 
Athletic Commission;.. which under 
the statutes issues. permits for the 
holding of sparring or boxing exhi- 
bitions. 

The State Athletic Commission in 
the exercise of its c@hduct of the 
game of boxing, adepted what .is 
called its rule VII, as follows? { 

“Section VII. Championships. A 
boxer holding a championship title 
must’ defend the same within a period 
of six months after winning or de- 

’ fending the title in a bona fide bout 
to a decision. 

“Should such boxer fail to bo de- 
fend his title the.commission -will 
receive .and forward to the cham- 
pion on behalf of another boxer. and 
at the lapse of said six mohths a 
‘challenge.’

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OUR UNUSED RIVERS. 

The suggestion of Major MATHEWS 
of the Transit Commission that: river 
transportation be developed in this 
city to-ease traffic congestion seems 
entirely natural’ It is an idea which 
would occur at once toa French en- 
gineer, familiar with the use made of 
the Seine in Paris, or to-a British ex- 
pert, remembering the passenger boats 
for local transit on the Thames.

.DISGCWNING BIGOTRY. : 

THE Toss was more than ready to 
print. yesterday the statement by 
Bishop Leonarp denying that he is 
intolerant in religious matters. ‘ He 
makes his own the historic American 
position that’ “any man in this coun- 
try has a right to his religious views.” 
He would not have.us all become 
Methodists. He. adds that he has “no 
“sympathy for bigotry and ‘racial 
“ tancor,” and ‘cherishes only admira- 


the tion for. the man who is“ loyal to his 


“ own religious faith, even if that faith 
“differs from.my own.” These are 
admirable sentiments which it is a 
pleasure to record. 

Is Bishop Leonarp, ‘however,. quite 
sure of ‘his, logic or his consistency 
when he writes that “in this land we 
“believe that men are quite on an 
“ equality”? He asserts this, and, no 
doubt, is ready to live up to it, so far 
as eoncerns religion. But what be- 
comes of equality in American public 
life if one of a large class of citizens 
is to be excluded from our highest 
official position? It will. be noted 
that the Bishop, while repudiating the 
charge that he is a religious bigot, 
does not deny that he is politically “in- 
-tolerant. He repeats his original state- 
ment that no Catholic can be elected 
President. ,. Moreover, he advances this 
not as.a fact, which may or may not 
be true, but as something that ought 
to be, as a question of moral and 
political duty..'Hence it would appear 
that his generous opinion about the 
equality of all Americans, no matter 
what their religious belief, turns out 
to.be rather holloy. It recalls the 
‘early days ‘ef Catholic-emancipation in 
England. For long Catholics were per- 
mitted to vote but debarred from being 
elected as Members of ‘Parliament. It 
was. sald indignantly at the time by 
a great Englishman that this was, in 
effect, to let. the Catholics: out of 
prison bu‘ to compel them still.to wear 
prison garb. With all respect to 
Bishop LEonarD, this seems to. be 
very much his attitude.

In'thé crisis that has come 
upon them through no fault of their 
own, the Belgians are, as Mr. Ernest 
MARSHALL graphically described them 
in last Sunday’s Tnues; prescribing for 
thentselves an unappetizing regimen 
in order that their currency may. be 
saved from destruction. To do this in 
peace, without the exaltation of con- 
scioug sacrifice for. defense. against an 
armed enemy, requires an evén higher 
patriotism than was shown when the 
Germans invaded their soil and devas- 
tated their homes and their cherished 
public buildings, eaves the Louvain 
Library: 

It was asked before the war whether 
Belgium had a national: consciousness, 
Since August of 1914 no one has raised 
that doubt. It is not that’ this con- 
sciousness was created by the war.

THE NEW WELLAND CANAL, 

Every now and then an item about 
the new Welland Canal slips into the 
newspapers, such as; the length of 
Lock’ No. 1, 829 feet; or it is:said that 
to attach the huge steel gates of this 
lock will take “at least a year”; or 
that if the earth and rock to be ex- 
cavated were loaded on dump cars, 
the train would be fifteen miles long. 
In November, 1925, the last contract 
was let. .Work began in 1913, but it 
was interrupted by the war. Since 
resumption the Canadians have been 
proceeding with the canal so quietly 
that in this country few know :what 
a colossal undertaking it is and what 
it will mean to Great Lakes traffic 
when the new waterway is opened in 
1930. The old. Welland Canal- was 
completed in 1838. Long ago it 
proved inadequate. In 1924 nearly a 
thousand vessels passed through ‘the 
old “Welland... Most of. the cargoes 
were of. wheat. It had a depth of 
only fourteen feet, and: when water 
from the Great bakes was low traffic 
almost stopped. ‘The old canal had to 
‘be superseded if ocean freighters were 
to ‘have Great Lakes ports when the 
St. Lawrencd River was -deepened. 
The production of wheat, increasing 
rapidly in the. Canadian Northwest 
and large in.our Middle West, ' made 
better waterways imperative. 

A: report: of. Colonel A. E. Dusve, 
Chief Engineer of the Canadian De- 
partment of Railways and Canals, 
shows that the new Welland will be 
a good third to the Panama and Suez 
Canals.. The. depth of the Suez’ is 
about 88 feet; of the Welland it will 
be at first’ 25, to be increased if re- 
quired. ‘The mighty Panama has sev- 
eral “depths: 41°feet at’ the Atlantic 


45 at the Culebra Cut. Panama locks 
are 110 feet wide, as compared with 
80 feet for the Welland. . The: length 
of the Panama locks 1s \about 1,000 
feet. The Suez is a lockless canal, its 


width varying from 190 to 250 feet. 


From the Mediterranean to the Red 
Sea its length is about 100 miles; that 
of the Panama‘is 50 and of the new 
Welland will- be 25 miles. \ In 1924 
the net tonnage of the Suez. was 
25,100,822. The following year the 
‘Panama. total. was about 23,000,000 
tons. The present ‘Welland Canal 
coyld show in .192§ only 5,640,208 
tons, but for five months in the 
Winter it was closed, A far greater 
tonnage is. estimated ~ for the new 
Welland.

None the less, it was a true 
tal | Tepresentative of its class, and those 
who experienced its violence earnestly 
hope never to see a worse one. 
\NIt came without any warning at all, 
in the midst of a thunderstorm of only 
ordinary severity. In one short and 
narrow atea, howéver, one occupied, by 
detached houses shaded by many big 
and little trees, the wind ‘suddenly 
began to blow with true hurricane 
strength. This lasted for about’ ten 
minutes, and was accompanied by 
much lightning and resonant thunder, 
and a fall of rain approaching what 
is called a cloudburst. The noise made 
by the wind and rain “rivaled that of 
the thunder, and the three together 
were-.so loud that people in shelter did 
not know what was happehing outside 
and discovered only after the tornado 
had ceased the extent of its ravages. 

These consisted almost wholly - of 
trees uprooted or. broken off. They 
Were numbered by scores along one 
avenue and three or four: cross streets, 
and in the case of some of them the 
amount of energy expended must have 
been terrific. For instance, in one yard 
a ‘cedar. tree fourteen inches in diame- 
ter was snapped short off about four 
feet’ from the ground. » Across the road 
from’ this | a big-maple, ‘some two feet 
through the trunk, was bent over till 
the great roots to. windward were 
dragged from the ground and the 
whole tree went down. - 

When one thinks. of the power re- 
quired to dothat, the force of the wind 
can be imagined, though it hardly can 
be measured with any definiteness. 
Like events occurred all through the 
area affected, but, strangely enough, 
no buildings were overturned or even 
unroofed, and nobody was, injured.
